Re. Claims 1 and 3: Before the phrase "said bias tabs" as recited in line 3, insert 
the phrase -each of--. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon further 
consideration with applicant's arguments, examiner agrees with the applicant's counsel 
that the prior art of record of Lin et al. fails to disclose the claimed invention such as a 
spin valve sensor having two bias tabs comprised of a nonmagnetic layer, a 
ferromagnetic layer and a antiferromagnetic layer for stabilization of the free layer. Lin et 
al. teach a bias tab including a nonmagnetic layer, ferromagnetic layer and an 
antiferromagnetic layer, not two bias tabs as recited in the claimed invention. Therefore, 
it would not be obvious to modify Lin et al. by adding one more bias tab in the sensor, 
since doing so would destroy the structure of spin valve sensor of Lin et al.
